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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 , 3-5, and 20-26, drawn to a cover for a fluorescent lighting fixture 
including at least one fluorescent light emitter, whereby the cover includes 
an infrared filter, a color filter, and a plurality of protective layers, classified 
in Class 362, Subclass 252. 

II. Claims 31, 33-35, and 38, drawn to a cover for filtering a fluorescent 
lighting fixture including at least one fluorescent light emitter and including 
a flat panel sized and shaped to fit within the fluorescent lighting fixture 
having an infrared layer and a plurality of protective layers, classified in 
Class 362, Subclass 223. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are unrelated since Invention I is drawn to a cover that surrounds 
the envelope of the fluorescent tube and incorporates various color filters [Note: Figures 
1-3], whereas Invention II is drawn to a flat panel cover that incorporates the various 
features [Note: Figures 4-7]. The above inventions are not disclosed as capable of 
being used together and are clearly different designs. 
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3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Conclusion 

The separate inventions, as described above, would require multiple and distinct 
searches, thus, placing an unnecessary burden on the examiner. Applicant is advised 
that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an election of the 
invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
